ernor Bill Murray of Oklahoma can 
stir, up quite a rumpus by the author- 
ity granted him under the state's con- 
stitution.

tution. 


Some of its economic provisions are 


directed especialh- against corpora- 
tions and employers. Corporations may 
not overcapitalize or consolidate. Any 
form of stock-watering is illegal. Cut- 
ting prices to put a competitor out of 
business is forbidden. The state is per- 
mitted to engage in any industry. Em- 
ployers are subject to unlimited lia- 
bility for death or injury of employees 
or servants. Corporations cannot con- 
tribute to campaign funds. A two cent 
passenger rate was prescribed for rail- 
roads and oil production authorized" 
' controlled if the selling price should 
fall below its "intrinsic value."

He and Oklahoma's 
constitution, in Alfalfa's opinion, ex- 
emplify the intelligence of the Mass 
Mind—"the sons of the sod and the 
wool hat boys who toil for little trea- 
sure."

EARLYSPRAYIN6 
ADVISED TO STOP 
CABBAGELOOPER 


Immediate Action Necessary 


to Prevent Complete 


Loss of Crop

Hortonvflle—Tb» cabbage crop of 


this locality and of Outagamie-co is 
threatened with destruction by the 
cabbage looper and can only be 
saved by prompt, -widespread, deter- 
mined action. In two or three days' 
time after & field Is infested there 
is nothing left of. the plants bat the 
ribs or framework of the leaves. The 
pest bores into the heads of large 
and FT^T* plants and punctures them 
full of holes in every direction. Not 
suspecting the looper to be capable 
of destroying entire fields, many of 
the growers charged the destruction 
to cabbage worms and grasshoppers. 
Since the small grain fields were cut, 
the comparatively few grasshoppers 
in the county are generally confin- 
ing their destructive work to sweet 
clover and alfalfa fields. They also 
are working in fence rows. 


TEe cabbage looper is the worm 


of a tiny gray moth that may be 
routed In small swarms from each 
cabbage head eome time before the 
worms are hatched and begin de- 
vouring the plants. The worm In its 
early stages of development Is green 
and resembles a wire worm. In its 
later stages it takes on stripes on its 
sides. It gets its name from looping 
its body as it craws. Its legs are 
at the ends of its body. 


The cabbage looper Is controlled 


by spraying or dusting the same as 
the coinmon cabbage worm. The 
difference is that delay in the case 
of the ravages of the common cab- 
bage -worm may not mean a great 
loss. Delay in spraying or dusting 
for the looper means invariably the 
loss of the crop. 


Use Lead Arsenate 


Spraying or^dusting with arsenate 


of lead is the best remedy for cab- 
bage loopers or the common cab- 
bage worm. If a spray is used, add 
a half inch cube of laundry soap 
to each pint of lead-arsenate spray; 
otherwise the spray will tend to roE 
into droplets and win not remain on 
the leaves. While the spray leaves 
a coating on the leaves until late in 
the season, there is no danger of 
poisoning from this, as these leaves 
are always removed before cooking 
and whatever trace of arsenic might 
remain on the thinner leaves is not

sufficient to be injurious. The dust 
is 2xtad» by thoroughly mixing 1 
pound of powdered lead arsenate 
with 3 pounds of air-slacked or pow- 
dered lime. The mixture may be 
put into a cheesecloth bag and dust- 
ed onto the plants by shaking the 
bag lightly over them. 


A field of cabbage pronounced de- 


stroyed by cabbage loopers over a 
week ago was finally saved by Louis 
Baehman, route, the 
owner who 


sprayed the first time "with paris 
green and soap suds and a second 
time with calcium arsenate^ Relieved 
o? the pests the plants are forming 
tiny neyf heads with clean inner 
leaves. Mr. Baehman declared that 
the spraying saved his crop- 


Eleven acres of cabbage on the 


farm of Arnold Handschke, route 1, 
is in bad shape owing to the drouth 
aad the leaves being stripped from 
the plants by the cabbage looper. 
Mr. Handschke proposes to revree 
his plants by spraying and destroy- 
ing the pests. 


Monday morning, the entire fam- 


ily was out dusting a-10 acre fielc 
of cabbage on the I^eonard Thiel 
farm, town of Greenville, to revive 
plants almost injured beyond the 
points of recovery by the cabbage 
looper. 
H. H. Schulze, the Greenville cab- 


bage dealer, has a field 
of very 


early cabbage in which the cabbage 
looper after destroying the outer 
leaves of the plants 'are now boring 
into some of the heads. The above 
are typical cases of a general de- 
struction of cabbage fields.

WITH POISON, FARM

Chreenrflte— Considerable damage 
is being done to alfalfa, sweet clor- 
er, potatoes, corn, and cabbage 
about the outer edges of the fields, 
according to farmers. Grasshoppers 
may be easily and cheaply checked 
in their destructive arork by apply- 
ing poisoned bait to the fields, as 
proposed by C. I*, fluke, college of 
agriculture, and used by farmers of 
Door, Kesraunee and Browa-eos un- 
der the 
supervision of 
County 


Agents B. F. Rosy, J. 5T. Kava- 
naiigh, and L. J. Henry. The cost of 
the bait is about 25 cents per hun- 
dred pounds and the rate of applica- 
tion la from 10 to 25 pounds per 
acre. 
* 


The role for mixing the bait fa a 


cement mixer is as follows: Place 
li pafis of water in a. irashtub; add 
5 pounds of salt; add 1 gallon of 
molasses; add 2 quarts of aodlnm 
arsenate, either old or new material; 
stir thoroughly with a paddle: put 4 
bushels of sawdust a. year old into 
a mixer, evenly; pour the poison 
mixture over the sawdust evenly; 
mix 2 to 3 minutes. 


When the bait is scattered by 


crews the men should be 30 feet 
apart. Scatter the bait at the rate 
of about 10 to 25 pounds to the acre. 
Use rubber gloves if possible. Do 
not scatter lumps of the bait. To 
avoid lumps in the bait, sift the saw- 
dust before mixing. Do not scatter 
the bait on a. cold cloudy day. 
As 


the hoppers feed early in the morn- 
ing and prefer Samp bait, scatter 
the bait late in the afternoon or eve- 
ning. 


As sodium arsenate is a deadly 


poison, it should be handled with 
care. Do not leave any of the bait 
where children or animals can get 
at it. Scour out or cover all pails 
and tubs when through using them. 
Discard all empty poison rans and 
drums-and uu not use them for 
water- and feed supplies. 
Avoid 


getting the concentrated poison, on 
hands. Burn all bait sacks and bury 
the ashes. If any bait is left over 
bury it, or if "you burn it, bury the 
ggfopg There is no danger of poison- 
ing cattle if the bait "is scattered 
evenly as grain in sown and lumps 
are not scattered.
